Testing Picks Good Cowl
The 600 cows teited In Oregon In

November averaged 656 pounds ot
milk carrying 27.16 pounds fat. The
best herd averaged 779 pounds of
milk with 46.8$ rounds fat. The
best cow gave 1612 pounds of milk
carrying 76.60 pounds fat. Her rec-

ord in milk was 2 times and In fat
almost three times that of thu
average untested row, six ot the
poorest having been sent to the
butcher for being ao better. E. L.
Westover of the agricultural col-

lege has charge of the testing.

America to Feed Germany
Ot special Interest to farmers

throughout the United States Is the
report recently released from the de-

partment of agricilture, regarding
the food situation In Germany, and
the statement that that country Is
expecting to secure the greater part
of these supplies from the United
States:

Germany will need a vast quanti-
ty of food from abroad during tha
coming year and she hopes to get it
largely from America, according to
reports which corn's from our army
of occupation now on enemy terri-
tory. It Is estimated that among the
supplies Germany will need during
the next year are three and a half
million tons of grain, one million
ton. of meat, one million tons ot fat.
Experts figure that this food will
cost five billion marks. The present
value of the mark is about eleven
and one-ha- lf cents, which would be
something less than six hundred mil-
lion dollars.

A semi-offici- German review of
the food situation says:

"The deficit In grain for 1918 is
2,000,000 tons. The crop for 191H
cculd never have been sufficient, but
since Posen, which supplies one-tent- h

of the grain produced la Ger-
many, is added to Poland, the deficit
becomes serious. At the present mo-
ment there are considerable supplies
in government control centers, but
